Several Causes Responsible for Preva­ 
lence of Dread Disease Among 


Cattle Herds. 


“ How did tuberculosis get such a 
hold in my herd?” is a question that 
has puzzled many a stockman. 
The 
following causes have been found by 
experts to be largely responsible for 
the prevalence of tuberculosis among 
cattle: 
Bringing untested cattle into the 
herd. 
Common drinking tank. 
Common feeding troughs or pasture. 
Nosing at fence lines or breaking 
through fences. 
Poorly ventilated bams or sheds. 
Feeding of unpasteurized milk frum 
Infected cows to calves or hogs. 
I nhumed dead animals eaten or 
scattered by hogs or dogs. 
Breeding to infected bull or serving 
cows outside tested herds. 
There are other ways In which the 
disease can he spread, but undoubted­ 
ly stockmen can do much to check 
the inroads of this disease by reducing 
to 
the minimum danger from the 
sources mentioned.

portant that the wound he washed 
with an antiseptic solution and that 
the hands and knife be disinfected 
for each operation. 
It is also neces­ 
sary to furnish clean quarters for the 
lambs in order to prevent infection 
of the wounds.

Following the close of the Revolu­ 
tionary war, tills building was familiar­

point. President Washington and his 
cabinet dined here In 1790. 
In 1810 Stephen Jumel, a French 
wine merchant of fame and fortune, 
purchased this mansion, restored it to 
Its condition in the time of Washing­ 
ton. Jumel died in 1832. The following 
year Mine. Jumel married the illustri­ 
ous Aaron Burr who, In 1801, was 
elected vice president of the United 
States, and who shot and killed the 
celebrated Alexander Hamilton in a 
duel which was the outgrowth of a 
political feud, at Weehawken, New 
Jersey, in 1804. Subsequently, Attor* 
ney Chase, who studied law in Burris 
uflice and who married a niece of Mme. 
Jumel. tiocupied this house for nO 
years* 
In 1903 the property was purchased 
by the city and in 1907 the Society » 
the Daughters of the American Revulu 
tion acquired the use of the house for 
a museum of historical relics and fur> 
nishlwgs of (lie Revolutionary period.

In a recent issue 
of the N ational 
Geographic M agazine, appeared 
an 
article by Frederick Sim pich, which 
givT'S»» dteail the resource« and ac 
corxplishments of the state; and Th< 
Standard will reproduce the article 
in full. 
This article began in 
tlx 
issue of April 20. 
It was a damp, still, faintly moon­ 
lit 
November 
night 
when f saw 
these hounds at their best. 
Since they hunt better when hun 
pi y 
Pete, their owner, had tied them 
up without food for two days. It was 
long after dark when he came out 
untied the hounds, and blew a long 
bla-t on an old, twisted cow-horn 
the signal to the countryside that th« 
annual coon hunt was on. 
Already men arid boys had gather­ 
ed, with lanterns, axes, and 
guns 
and hounds 
of their 
own -hounds 
that «linked about, shivering, moan­ 
ing, sniffing. 
No actor 
in all 
the 
sporting world seem s quite so For­ 


lorn a. 
a good coon dog when 
he 
isn ’t working. 
There was balding argum ent then 
and much cuffing of sulky hounds, as 
\v. 
planned the night’ 
hunt, decid­ 
ing our course. 
Jn the end, Pete had his way ami 
led off the hounds, walking quietly 
at his heels.

w e knew the coon was treed. 
Curiously enough, all the hounds 
except the fool pup quit barking 
as 
we 
H aggled down the bill and ga th ­ 
ered about a tall elm in which 
the 
hard-pressed coon had taken refuge. 
Old Spot, the veteran, walked leis- 
surcly over to the muddy stream and 
took a long drink. 
Other hounds 4ay 
on the dead leaves, panting, or snif­ 
fed about the foot of the* tree. 
Far above, in the fork of tw o big 
limbs, 1 saw the bright eyes of the 
coon Hash when a boy turned 
the 
lantern light upward. 
It w asn’t an 
easy tree to climb, so men took off 
their coats and swung the ax. 
“1 told you he’d never make that 
big sycam ore” , bragged Pete. 
On the 
sm okehouse 
door 
next 
morning we stretched and tacked up 
the skin of old Mr. Coon. Later 
on 
with many another, Pete would make 
up a nice, neat bundle for shipment 
to St. Louis. 
Today, maybe, 
some 
grand dame of Paris or London finds 
warmth, com fort, and pleasure 
in 


that fur, for the American coons kin 
is much esteem ed in Europe. 
It is a curious phenomenon that in 
porpoition as a county becomes more 
thickly settled its sm all wild anim als 
tend to increase 
rather 
than 
de­ 
crease. The intensive cultivation 
of 
farm s, with much grant and fruit, 
provide« for more birds and insects, 
Which in turn 
upply food for more 
small “v a im its” like 
coons, 
minks, 
ami 
skunks. 
W here 
big 
poultry 
farms flourish, w easels multiply. 
In cabbage, pea and truck-farm re­ 
gions, rabbits run riot and foxes get 
fat. 
Show ing how the balance o f 
na­ 
ture is maintained, I know o f one in­ 
stance where a chicken 
farm er fool­ 
ishly poisoned all the foxes in 
his 
community and 
in 
a 
f<-w months 
found hi- crops devoured by rabbits. 
Of these facts the settlem ent 
of 
Missouri affords an interesting illus­ 
tration. 
The story of the State itself 
begins with the com ing of the whites, 
who set up as fur traders where St. 
Louis now is. Pierre Laclede Ligue.st 
poled his barge up from New 
Or­ 
leans, taking three months to do 
a 
trip which trains yow make in 
2b 
hours, and founded a firm which lat­ 
er traded a: far w e s t as the Oregon 
coast. 
It was these hardy .Missouri trad­ 
ers Indeed, who actually pushed the 
Hudson’s Bay Company hack when 
thi- Britsih* concern had ventured as 
far south a s Utah. 
In those early days 
pack of .Mis­ 
souri furs were carried as far 
as 
Montreal for sale. 
Indians, 
Canad­ 
ian-, and Am ericans trapped all up 
the M ississippi arid the Missouri, and 
traded their pelts at St. Louis for 
haniwar**, tools, ‘irearms, and medi­ 
cines. 
The skins of the bear, 
the deer, 
and the wildcat, once so common, are 
now, of course, 
no longer 
taken in 
Missouri 
in commercial 
quantities; 
hut trade in the pelts 
of 
sm aller 
anim als has m ultiplied an hundred­ 
fold. 
It is said the hulk of all fur- 
produced in North American 
comes 
from within a radius of *Wtb miles of 
St. L ouis; and 
in 1920, 
1,008,000 
shipm ents came into this city. 
Hardly a village in all 
America, 
where a man or a boy does trapping, 
but sends the pelt 
to St. Louis. So, 
famous as the* 
town 
was as a fur 
trade center in the* 
days of Daniel 
Boone and of Lewis and Clark, the 
volumne then was oddly insignificant 
compared to what it is now. 
Time was when I^»ipzig or the his- 
toi ie Russian fair 
town 
of Nighni 
Novgorod boasted 
the world’s 
big­ 
gest fur trade; now that honpr goes 
to St. Louis. 
Every year raw 
fur 
is shipped 
here from the far countries o f the 
earth 
from China, A ustralia, Siber­ 
ia, and South America. 
One feature of the spring, auctions 
the sale of many 
sealskins, 
all 
dressed and dyed by foreign experts 
employed 
in 
St. Louis— seal skins 
belonging to the United States Gove­ 
rnment, from the Pribilof 
Islands 
off Alaska. 


Every 
backwoods 
Missouri 
boy 
knows how to trap a “varm int”, 
to 
kin it, and to preserve its pelt; and 
many an energetic country lad earns 
snug sums every 
winter from 
his 
tiaps. He knows the old raccoon may 
eat a little corn, the m uskrat may 
gnaw the carrots, or the mink kill an 
occasional chicken; hut 
these petty 
thefts a r e nothing compared to the 
value of the pelts. 


A long the M ississippi and in vari- 
( us Missouri stream s another odd in­ 
dustry also flourishes. It is the quest 
for mussel shells and their m anufac­ 
ture into pearl buttons. 
This .|ii< >i 
for shells has the same fascinati n 
for the m ussel-hunter that prospcct- 
ng has for the miner, since vaiuaole 
I »earls are often found in th 
shells. 
For button-m aking, the most desir­ 
able shells are those known as “r. 
gei' heads’’ and muekets. 


Often whole fam ilies, camped in a 
tent heside the stream or living in a 
small houseboat, are engaged in this 
industry. W ith tongs and improvise 
dredges they drag the muddy 
but 
toms of the stream s to get the m us­ 
sels or el ant shells. The catch is then 
taken to the river hank and boiled 
a huge kettles, so that the ytussels 
may be opened and the shells clean­ 


ed. 
Pearls and baroques are som etim es 
found in the body of the m ussel it- 
self or in the bottom of the pot af­ 
ter boiling. 
From the cleaned shells 
buttons are turned out by lathes in­ 
to any desired size. 
By the use of 
aniline dyes, colored buttons in vari­ 
ous 
shades 
are obtained, 
Poultry 
food and fertilizer are made out of 
the w aste shell which is about 
95 
per cent lime. 
The Government has 
a biological 
station at Fairport, Iowa, on the Mis­ 
sissipp i, where 
experim ents in 
de­ 
veloping m ussels for 
button-making 
are carried on. 
On the western edge of the State, 
where the Kansas flow s into the Mis­ 
souri, there has risen in recent years 
a m agic city of nearly half a millioji 
people— a city situated like Babylon 


of old, and fields of waving grain, 
herds of asses and fat cattle. 
In one year, 1919, more than 8,()()<),- 
(»(<(> head of live stock were received 
at the Kansas City yards over the 24 
railways that lead into it. 
In 
that 
same year, when a hungry 
Europe 
was crying for meat, some fi,300,009 
anim als 
were 
deftly 
turned 
into 
chops, hones, hams and lard. 
Mure than half of all the m illions 
of dollars this great, new city makes 
from its factories are earned by the 
butchers. 
Curiously 
enough, “xoapj 
and heavy chem icals”, which 
som e­ 
how suggest a further clever manipu­ 
lation o f the by-products of beef and 
swine, come next on 
the list o f big 
sales; then flour, bread, candy, and 
so on. 
Though in Missouri, Kansas City L- 
not so much o f it; rather it is*tied up 
with the great grain, oil, and cow 
regions of the West and -Southwest. 
For 
a vivid 
picture 
of 
restless 
America, a close-up o f the millions 
going w est, I know' of no more strik­ 
ing object-lesson than’ that which can 
1m* had by spending an hour in the 
waiting-room of the Union Station at 
Kansas City. ■ j 
Here the homeseekers and tourists 
are herded, w aiting for their 
trains 
to be called 
long, 
solid 
trains 
of 
cane-seated tourist 
sleeper: 
bound 
for Texas, Idaho, W ashington, Cali­ 
fornia. 
Crowds o f Greeks, of Ital­ 
ians, o f Swedes, like the millions gone 
before, fo r »som e unfathomable rea­ 
son pass blindly over a v^st 
Com­ 
monwealth where good land and good 
jobs may still U* had. lured by 
the 
call of the W est, 
Here in 
Kansas 
City, big, busy, 
grow ing as she is, the American is 
still 
dominant. 
Clothing 
factories 
there are and machine shops, mills 
and many industries where foreign­ 
ers ii. ually 
seek 
work; yet 
nine- 
tenths of all the labor in Kansas City 
is 
American-born— singularly 
free 
from -trikes, labor troubles, radical­ 
ism. 
Redolent it is of herds 
of 
dusty, 
crowded, bellow ing animals, excited 
from long train rides of much crowd­ 
ing in tight pens; redolent, too, 
of 
strange, choking odors that rise from 
slaughterhouses 
and 
glue factories. 
The 
packer surely earns his profit, 
if he Iras to breathe that air all day. 
Up and aw ay, 
however, 
os bluff 
and gieen wooded 
hill, 
rises 
the 
modern 
city 
a 
city 
of 
singular 
charm, 
albeit 
newness; 
am azing 
school houses, 
*vast 
public 
play­ 
grounds. and a park unrivaled am ong 
cities--a park anil boulevard system 
s»xunusual that its fam e has spread 
around the world.

From A ustralia, 
Japan, 
Europe, 
men have c o m e 
to 
study 
Kansas 
C ity’s parks ami boulevards, and to 
apply the lessons learned 
there 
to 
their own city planning. 
So 
Kansas City, young, growing, 
using all the skill that 
high-priced 
city-planners can 
wield, is prim ping 
and making-up 
with every 
esthetic 
sense alive, calm ly resolved that, in 
spite of stockyards anti factory chim ­ 
neys, she w ill keep 
iij^r 
youthful 
beauty, her charm. 
When 1 was a l»oy on a Missouri 
farm , in the nineties, college gradu­ 
ates were curiously pointed out as i n ­ 
tellectual 
personages. 
Even 
many 
of the most successful law yers had 
merely “read law ” and passed 
the 
State bar 
tests; preachers, 
som e­ 
tim es, had finished in a sm all theo­ 
logical sem inary in Missouri or Ten­ 
nessee, and many 
a doctor 
would 
have been 
hard 
put to justify his 


title. 
Those rare 
characters 
who 
had 
been to Europe 
were 
as 
famous 
among us as Marco Polo on his »e- 
turn to Venice. 
Many a man 1 knew 
had lived to middle age right beside 
a railway and yet had never seen the 
inside one o f 
the 
“Pullman palace 
ea r s” 
on the 
C. & A. 
“Humm er” 
which whizzed from Kansas City to 
St. Louis 
whizzed through our tran­ 
quil country 
without 
even stopping 


for water.

os there Is practically no retarding 
of growth and less pain than Is the 
case when they arc old«*r. 
Lam bs may 
be both docked and castrated tit the 
sam e time, thus avoiding the neces­ 
sity *>f handling them twice. 
Tie* 
operations should be perform ed on a 
clear, cool morning and care should 
be token th a t the anim als are not ex­ 
cited or overheated either before or 
after the work la done. 
A sharp knife or some type of dock­ 
ing inm s may be used to do tin* dock­ 
ing. 
In eith er case the tall should be 
cut at th e first Joint which occurs 
about one inch from tlu* body. 
If n 
knife Is used the lamb should be held 
with the feet up, the rum p resting on 
the top of the fence or upon the knee 
of the person assisting In the work. 
There is less pain when the knife Is 
used, but there Is m ore loss of blood 
und It Is som etim es necessary to tie 
a string nrottnd the stum p to prevent 
the lninb from losing a large am ount 
of blood. 
This string m ust be re­ 
m oved a few hours later. W hen hot 
Irons are used It is necessary to rest 
the lam b on a board. T h e irons sear 
the stum p as the cut Is made and 
this prevents the loss of blood. The 
wound w ill heul more slowly, however, 
th an w hen a knife is used. 
In castrating, the lam b should be 
held In th e sam e position as for dock­ 
ing. 
T h e lower third of the scrotum 
should be cut off und the testicles 
pulled straight out. 
It la highly Im­ 
portant 
th a t the w ound be washed 
with an antiseptic solution and that 
the hands and knife be disinfected 
for each operation. 
It is also neces 
sury to furnish clean q u arte rs fo r the 
lambs in order to prevent Infection 
of the wounds.

The Robert M orris house, more r ^ 
cently called the Juntel Mansion, lo- 
cated near One H undred and Sixtieth 
street and A m sterdam avenue, In the 
city of New York, is one of the most 
famous of all the historic buildings In 
that greatest of all American cities. 
Well preserved, it Is a splendid speci­ 
men of Georgian architecture. 
As 
history 
goes. 
Colonel 
Robert 
Morris of the Forty-seventh British 
regiment and 
a 
com rade-in-arms of 
General 
George 
W ashington, 
pur­ 
chased the property and erected this 
mansion which he subsequently pre­ 
sented to his bride, In 1793. 
General 
W ashington -occupied 
the 
place In 1779, while 8,000 volunteer 
soldiers oumped in the neighborhood. 
During a battle which resulted In th« 
capture of F o rt W ashington, this house 
was the center of operations. In 1777 
It served as the headquarters of th« 
British army. In 1778 It was occupied 
by General Baron Von Kuypnusen and 
his 
German 
following 
as 
Hessian 
headquarters. 
Following the close of the Revolu­ 
tionary war, this building was fam iliar­ 
ly 
known 
as 
Calumet 
Inn. 
Stage 
coaches operating between New York 
city and Albany changed horses at this 
point. 
President W ashington and his 
cabinet dined here In 1790. 
In 1810 Stephen Jumel, a French 
¿vine m erchant of fam e and fortune, 
purchased this mansion, restored it to 
Its condition in the tim e of W ashing­ 
ton. Jum el died In 1882. The following 
year Mine. Jum el m arried the Illustri­ 
ous Aaron B urr who, in 1801, was 
elected vice president of the United 
States, and who shot and killed the 
celebrated Alexander Hamilton in a 
duel which w as the outgrow th of a 
political feud, at 
W eehawken, New 
Jersey, in 1804. 
Subsequently, Attor­ 
ney Chase, who studied law In B urr’s 
office and who m arried a niece of Mrne. 
Jum el, occupied this house for 50 
years. 
In 1903 the property w’us purchased 
by the city and In 1907 the Society < 
the D aughters of the American UevMu 
tlon acquired the use of tlu* house for 
a museum of historical relics und fur* 
nlshlugs of the Revolutionary period. 
In the council chamber, a large octag­ 
onal room ut the rear of the broad 
hall, General Washington, it 1« said, re­ 
ceived visits from the sachems of th« 
five Iroquois tribes who came to offer 
their allegiance to the cause of liberty.

In cabbage, pea and truck farm r e ­ 
gions, rabbits run riot and foxes get 
fat. 
Show ing how the balance of 
n a ­ 
ture is m aintained, I know of one in­ 
stance where a chicken 
farm er fool- 
shly poisoned all the foxes in 
his 
com m unity and 
in 
a 
few m onths 
found his crops devoured by rabbits. 
Of these facts tin* settlem ent 
of 
Missouri affords an in teresting illus­ 
tration. 
The story of the S tate itself 
begins with the com ing of the whites, 
who set up as fu r trad e rs where St. 
Louis now is. Fierre l^iclede Ligue,st 
poled his barge up from New

Indians, 
C an ad ­ 
ians, ami A m ericans trap p ed all up 
the Mississippi and the Missouri, and 
traded their 
p elts at St. Dtuis for 
hardw are, tools, firearm s, and m edi­ 
cines. 
The skins of the bear, 
the deer, 
and the wildcat, once so common, are 
now, of course, 
no longer 
taken in 
.VI issouri 
in com m ercial 
quantities; 
but trad e in the pelts 
of 
sm aller 
anim als has multiplied an hundred­ 
fold. 
It is said the bulk of all furs 
produced in N orth A m erican 
comes 
from within a radius of 00(1 miles of 
St. 1-oui.s; and 
in

shipm ents cam e into this city. 
H ardly a village 
all 
Am erica, 
w here a man or a boy does trapping, 
but sends the pelt 
to St. Louis. So, 
famous as the

Boone and of Is*wis utgl Clajjk, the 
volumnc then was oddly insignificant 
com pared to what it is now.

Along the Mississippi and in vari 
< us Missouri stream s another odd in­ 
d u stry also flourishes. It is the quest 
for mussel shells and their nianutac 
tu re into pearl buttons. 
This quest 
for shells has the sanie fascimitt n 
for the m ussel-hunter that prospcu t- 
ng has for the m iner, since valuable 
l**aiis are often found in th * shells 
For button-m aking, th e m ost desir­ 
able shells are those known as “ 
ger heads” and m uckets. 


Often whole families, cam ped in a 
tent beside the stream or living in a 
small houseboat, are Engaged in this 
industry. W ith tongs and improvis 
dredges they d rag the muddy 
bot­ 
toms of the stream s to get the m u s ­ 
sels or clam shells. The catch is then 
taken, to the river bank and boiled 
n huge kettles, so th a t the piussel 
may be opened and the shells clean­ 
ed. 
P earls and baroques are som etim es 
found in the body of the mussel it­ 
self or in the bottom of the pot a f­ 
ter boiling. 
From the cleaned shells 
buttons a re turned out by lathes in­ 
to any desired size. 
By the use of 
aniline dyes, colored buttons in v ari­ 
ous 
shades 
are obtained. 
Poultry 
food and fertilizer a re made out of 
the w’aste shell which is about 
95 
per cent lime. * 
The Governm ent has 
a biological 
station at F airp o rt, Iowa, on the Mis­ 
sissippi^ w here 
experim ents in 
de­ 
veloping mussels for 
button-m aking 
are carried on. 
On the w estern edge of the State, 
w here the K ansas flows into th e Mis­ 
souri, th ere has risen in recent years 
a m agic city of nearly half a million 


of old, and fields of waving grain, 
herds of asses and fat cattle. 
In on e year, 1919, more than 8,000,- 
MiO head of live stock were received 
at the K ansas City yards over the 24 
railw ays that lead into it. 
In 
th a t 
sam e year, when a hungry 
Europe 
was crying for meat, some 5..‘100,000 
anim als 
were 
deftly 
turned 
into 
chops, hones, ham s und lard. 
More than half of all the millions 
of dollars thi 
great, new city m akes 
from its factories are earned by the 
butchers. 
Curiously 
enough, ‘S oap 
and heavy chem icals” , w'hich som e­ 
how suggest a further clever m an ip u ­ 
lation of the by-products of beef and 
swine, come next on 
the list of big 
sales; then flour, bread, candy, and 
so on. 
Though in Missouri, Kansas City is 
•t so m urh of it; ra th e r it is*tied up 
with the g re a t grain, oil, and cow 
•gions of the West and Southwest. 
F or 
a vivid 
picture

m eriea, a close-up of the millions
